BEST IN YEARS 


Grange Master Declares 
Conditions Bright 


Government Economy Plea 


Elimination of Graft and 
Extravagance Urged 


(EXCLUSIVES DISPATCH) 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 11.—Fi- 


nancially and psychologically, the 
American Carmer is in a better 
condition than for years, declared 
L. J. Taber of Columbus, O., mas- 
ter of the National Grange, in his 
annual report today te the national 
convention which is being held in 
the Capitol Bullding, here. 
“Prices are advancing,” he said, 
“the purchasing power of the darm- 
er’s dollar is increasing and the 
firm tone in market conditions 
dicates that the future offers sufi- 
client encouragement to enuble our 
farmers to plan with hope of /re- 


Mr. Ta made a plea for great- 
er eco y in national, State and 
local government. He said: “There 
is no one problem more universal 
in {ts application than the effect of 
taxation on agriculture. Taxes 
have increased ehormously—out of 
all proportion either to the farm- 
er’s income or the selling price of 
his land. While the Federal gov- 
ernment has been showing com- 
mendable economy and Federal 
taxation reductions have been im- 
possible, yet in too many States 
governmental enses are still on 
the increase. ¢ increase 
bonded indebtedness is becoming 
curse upon the taxpayer. 

WILL BRING SUNSHINE 

“The elimination of extravagance, 
the squeezing out of graft, poli- 
tics and inefficiency from the local 
units of government will bring sun- 
shine again to the property owners 
in the various taxing districts. Our 
county government is now the most 
inefficient and out of date branch 
of our American system, there are 
ew problems that Pomona 
Granges and county organizations 
could study with more profit than 
increasing the efficiency in our 
county government.” 

Regarding Federal taxation, Mr. 


mendations: Abolishment of _ all 
fal taxes for war pu 
Abolishment of taxes on sautomo- 
biles and accessories unless every 
dollar so raised is applied to road 
construction and ir. Reten- 
tion by the government of the in- 
heritance tax, but with a deduction 
of all inheritance taxes paid to the 
States and local taxing subdivisions.

OTHER ISSUES ‘ URGED 

Mr. Taber declared against a 
child-labor amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, ag he eaid, “It 
is serious to give into the hands 
of the lawmeking brarch of the 
government the right to interfere 
with the home life under any con- 
ditions.” 

On the fmmigration question he 
stated that “the farmer is a unit 
in demanding that none should be 
admitted who do not believe in our 
ideals and institutions or who are 
not willing to give implicit obed’ 
ence to our laws, ‘“Deporiation,”’ 
he said, “should be the only alter- 
native for those who come from’ 
abroad and preach doctrines and 
philosophies that seek to under 
mine the institutions of our fa- 
thers.” 

He made a plea for law enforce- 


adjustment of railroad freight 
rates, claiming that “the -farmer 
has been bearing an unjust freight 
burden.” In speaking of law en- 
forcement he said the ideals of the 
Grange, founded fifty-one years 
ago, have not cha 3 

“In the words of today,” he 
stated, “we would declare that Bol- 
shevisem and sovietism shall not 
find a place of lodgment on the 
soil of America.” 


WARNS ON TAXATION 

George R. Harrison, president of 
the California State Grange, which 
has just completed ite convention 
here, in addressing the National 
Grange tonight, branded as a men- 
ace the ever-increasing tax bur- 
den. He said: 

‘There is no single menace which 
clouds the future of American ag 
riculture com le to the unjust 
distribution of the burden of taxa- 
tion and the Increasing demand for 
ever greater ee of public 
funds. In California our farmers 
have done consid ble research 
along this line and &ttempted dur- 
ing the last session of our State 
Legislature to secure some measure 
of relief. 

“The cry for the constant ex- 
pansion of the function of govern- 
ment by the city grou in Call- 
fornia is even more selfishly clam- 
orous and insistent and is the cheap 
device which our puny roliticians 
use to achieve persona] advance- 
ment and public office. Their dis- 
entrenchment will require the best 
and most unselfish efforts of the 
far-seeing and patriotic citizens 
not only of this State but of this 
nation.” 

Harrison urged the National 
Grange to go on record in favor 
of a more active and comprehen- 
sive Federal quarantine policy,

Speaker Flays Borah and 


Purveyors of Bugaboos 
About Tribunal 


The World Court, its relation to 
the League of Nations, and its im- 
portance as a body for the pro- 
motion of peace, was the subject of 
an analytical address last night by 
Chester Rowell, regent of the Uni- 
versity of California, and publicist 
at the annual Armistice dinner of 
the California branch, League of 


Nations Nonpartisan ‘Association 
in the Los Angeles City Club. 


Rowell flayed United States Sen-| — 


ator Borah and the purveyors of 
bugaboos about the World Court. 

“One of the many things Sena- 
tor Borah demands is the codifivca- 
tion of laws, which will outlaw 
war,” the publicist said. 

“War can’t be outlawed by codi- 
fication! It is a provision which 
must be legislated against and we 
will never have a world's legisia- 
ture except over Borah's dead 


y. 

“Such a demand is merely a 
talking point to keep us from the 
World Court, for the representation 
of the United States at the tribu- 
nal will in no way tnvolve us with 
the League of Nations.” 

Before delving into the ad- 
vantages of the World Court, Row- 
ell outlined the League of Nations 
and the Hague Conference. 

Mre. John C. Urquhart, past 
president of the California State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, who 
presided at last night's meeting, 
said Rowell will address the League 
of Women Voters at dinner on 
December 2, next, at the City Club. 

W. C. Shelton, former president 
of the League of Nations Nonpar- 
tisan Association, announced the 
aims of the organization, before the 
introduction of e@ principal 
speaker.
